San Carlos Council 
Lashes Waterman 
On Gambling Probe 


Expressing doubt whether or not 
there had been any form of legal- 
ly-recognized gambling going on in 
San Carlos, the San Carlos City 
Council last week scored Police 
Commissioner Truman S. Waterman 
for his “unauthorized” investigation 
of slot machnes within the city. 

Waterman, on August 4, depu- 
tised three civilians and conducted 
an investigation of amusement ma- 
chines. Evidence showed that pay- 
offs were being made over the 
counter in at least seven restaurants 
j and bars. The evidence was used 
by Waterman and Police Chief Ed- 
ward Wheeler to back up a warn- 
ing which reportedly resulted in the 
removal of amusement devices from 
a dozen places. 

The council finally voted to reim- 
burse Waterman for the $50.64 he 
spent on the investigation, but 
only after an hour’s warm discus- 
sion.

As the land is occupied by one side 
of a barn used to store hay and 
wood, Derry demanded severance 
charges for asserted damage to his 
feed and fuel business. 

The city, on the other hand, had 
expected to pay only the severance 
charges included within the ap- 
praised price of the land. 

Meanwhile, the City Health De- 
partment (which is managed by 
the County Health Department) 
served a 30-day notice that the 

Derry barn is a “potential rat har- 

bor and public fire hazard,” and 

recommended that the City Coun- 
cil ask the fire department to 
make a report. 

The recommendation will come 
before the council next Tuesday 
evening. 

City Engineer Smith commented 
that most of the buildings now oc- 
cupying the site of the Santa Cruz 
Avenue Project are substandard, 
but added that they will come down 
as a matter of course when the pro- 
ject is finished and the land increas- 
ed in value.

They mar- 
ried in another state, lived mostly 
in California and New York, were 
divorced and later remarried. For- 
tunately they had no children. I 
should not call theirs a happy 
match.. A third was the marriage 
of a Chinatown girl and a German- 
American immigration official. 
Neither his nor her family would 
tolerate the “in-law” and, after a 
sort of pariah existence, they sep- 
arated and I lost track of both. 

There are, of course, plenty of un- 
happy marriages between white men 
and women, so these examples are 
not necessarily significant.

Certainly cross-breeding among 
the welter of Latins, Slavs, Celts, 
Anglo-Saxons, Teutons and Scan- 
danavians that settled North Amer- 
ica has produced an alert, intelli- 
gent and hardy commonwealth—an 
unbeatable one ds European and 
Asiatic aggressors have learned to 
their sorrow. Of course, it was 
more than cross-breeding. It was 
freedom, opportunity, self-respect 


unchallenged by repressive ways of 
life as well.

knowledge I have never seen a one- 
armed bandit in the entire city. 


“Where there are slot machines, 
there must be corruption, and I do 
not believe there. is corruption in 
San Carlos ... We owe it to the 
people to thrash out whether these 
were slot machines or not.” 

He went as far as to say that “if 
it is proved to me that there was 
gambling in San Carlos, I am will- 
ing to resign.” 

Councilman Edward Burton ask- 
ed for an investigation of whether 
Waterman's findings constituted 
gambling in order to “clear the 
name of San Carlos.” 

Waterman replied that his men 
found no “one-armed bandit”-type 
slot machines, but “1947 versions” 
of the old type. He also answered 
2 contention by Kearns that the 
machines were marked, “For amuse- 
ment only,” by saying that in three 
establishments where he personally 
received a payoff, there were no 
such signs. 

Waterman said he started the in- 
vestigation on his own because the 
chief of police was out of town. 
He emphasized that nothing was 
done, outside of gathering evidence, 
until the chief of police returned. 

But other councilmen took the at- 
titude that the investigation was 
a slam against the police depart- 
ment, and defended Chief Wheeler 
by expressing their confidence in 
him. Kearns remarked that it is

impossible for police to prevent pay- 
offs over the counter.
